Bodie Crowdéd With Men of Every 
Trade Looking for Work. 


THE PROSPECTS OF THE TOWN. 


[NUMBER 3.) 

The streets of Bodie are crowded 
with men. A fight ora fiddle will 
draw huodreds of beads together and 
render the passage of teamsslow aod dif- 
ficult. Everystage coming in is loaded. 
Men are flocking in on the Sonora read 
en fuot, on horseback and io wagons. 
They are nearly all looking for work, 
and not one io five has money enough 
to live on for a week. The popula- 
tion of Bodie is now between four and 
five thousand, audthere is work fer 
about eight hundred. The way the 
idlers manage to get grub is one of 
the tricks of the trade. They “strike” 
every one they have ever seen, as often 
as they can possibly expect to get a 
cent. One man who has been here a 
week, tells me he has given away $12 
to hungry men. MHeis a mechanic 
anda poorman. They sleep io chairs 
until the saloons close up, and then 
walk the streets until morning. They 
pick up “sleepers” on the faro tables, 
and when permitted to do so, turn 
sleepers themselves on the same tables 
when the game is over. 

AN EARLY RISER 
will see them crawling eut, stiff and 
shivering, yawning and stretching. 
Men are frequently garrotted and rob- 
bed by them, and sneak theives are 
constantly plying their trade. Intel- 


ligent workingwen tell me that there 
are to-day, five mechanics to one job, 
three laborers toone job, and two 
miners to one job. There are hosts 


come in from the Tahoe country or 
across Mono lake. Water works 
would have t» be built in order to 
run the mills and supply the town, 
and a great many changes and addi- 
tions made, which would employ large 
numbers of men. From the way 
things look at present, however, 


I should say that the tewn would be 
smaller in two years than it is now. 
There is nothing to keep a large popu- 
lation here except the mines and the 
travel to and from Lake district. 
There will be a little building this 
summer in the town and ameng the 
mines, but unless there is a fire there 
will be,very little need of mere houses. 
Many of rhe business places are small 
and crowded, and if trade keeps up 
they might be enlarged or rebuilt to 
advantage, but the general growth 
t or .ched its limit or yerf nearly so. 
I cennot ceaceive of anything to keep 
men here except to make money and to 
make it fast. I only know of one 
place where the climate is likely to be 
more disagreeable, and that is the sul- 
phury regions, where we are informed 
on good authority, there is weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth. 
There is plenty of gnashing of teeth 
here, not only early in the morning, 
but all times of the day when it is 
cloudy or windy. Thereis hardly a 
day in the year without 


ICE ON ALL THE STANDING WATER 
in the neighborhood, and one day I 
walked across a little pond,en the ice. 
The men at werk on the hill putting 
up machinery had te quit work on ac- 
count of a snow storm a week ago and 
did not do a stroke for a day and a 
half. I would advise men whe have 
anything to do elsewhere to stick to 
it rather than come here. There are 
plenty of men here now to do every- 
thiog that can possibly be wanted 
this year, and I believe they will be 
eating each other before fall. If they 
have money so .as to be able to take 
care of themselves or use it in mining, 
that is a different thing.

Uncon- 
trolled passions have brought, and are 
still bringing, countless thousands of 
human beings to bad ends. The 
remedy lies in truer and better educa- 
tion, a wise home training for the 


yeung. 

Those children learn self control 
best, who are governed least. The 
importance of self-government being 
admitted, as necessary to enable a man 
to lead a blameless and happy life, it 
is obviously wrong to rear children in 
a way that does not strengthen that 
faculty. Does it give a child self con- 
trol to make the fear of punishmeat 
the ruling motive of its conduct? 
Does the exercise of that form of 
tyranny, commonly disguised under 
the name of psrenta! authority, bring 
about the desired result? Coercion 
may be sometimes necessary, and is 
often expedient, but it never yet made 
any human beiag better. All coercion 
is wrong, morally wrong, and fin& its 
Only justification in expediency. Fear 
is a base and ignoble feeling, and in 
one form or another has done much 
to retard the pragress of humanity. 
No parent should seek to govern 
through the influence of a feeling that 
is allied to cowardice. Fortuaate'y 
the days of ruling with a rod of 
iron are passing away. In the heart 
of every child are feelings which re- 
spond to gentleness and love, as there 
are also black and bitter emotions that 
well up strong and masterful under 
the reign of brutality and force.

THE TRAMP NUISANCE. 


The farmers of California are so 
much troubled with tramps that they 
intend to appeal to the next legisla- 
ture for relief. Anotber instance of 
the popular faith in legislation. The 
popular belief in the power of govern- 
ment to cure all secial evils is an un- 
ceasing wonder. Notwithstanding 
that experience has time and time 
again shown the folly of legislative 
meddling with: secial treubles, the 
people still look td legislation for re- 
lief from all their distresses. The 
Parliament of England has been pass- 
ing laws for relief of the peor and for 
suppression of vagrancy for scores of 
years, yet vagrancy and pauperism 
are constantly increasing in that coun- 


try. It is stated that one man out of 
every twenty in Engiand is receiving 


aid from the Poor rates, is in other 
words a pauper. Amendments to the 
poor laws are made every year, only to 
be repealed in turno. And still the 
distress increases in Great Britain. 
The suppression of the tramp nuis- 
ance lies with the people themselves. 
It origivated in the undiscriminating 
benevolence of goody-goody people 
whe cannot turn away the beggar 
from the deor. The unwise bestowal 
of so-called charity to the poor has 
given greater encouragement toimprov- 
idence apd vagrancy than all other 
causes combined. There is a better 
form of benificence, founded upon 
reason and experience, which is often 
a little cruel that it may be very 
kind. It will give employment to 
honest labor, but refases unearned 
bread to the sturdy beggar. It puts 
no premium upon idleness. If 
the good men and women in the 
country will but adopt the simple pel- 
icy of giving nothing where nothing 
is earned, the raceof tramps will seon 
become extinct. 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


The quarrel between the Virginia 
and Carson newspapers, concerning 
the disposition of the troops on the 
Fourth, has about subsided. There 
was a display of some ill temper in the 
Carson papers, and an exhibition of 
irritability by their Virginia contem- 
poraries, but the Virgivia writers pre- 
served their dignity and the Carson 
men did not. To refer to the ol 
clothes sent to Virginia after the fire 
was extremely ungraceful and ungen- 
erous on the part of the Carson writers. 
However, it was at most a newspaper 
quarrel, and it is doubtful whether 
the people of either city take much 
interest im the matter. Like the 
Austin-Eureka newspaper centest for 
the howitzer, it will seen be forgotten. 


The Woed River Valley in Idaho 
must be a paradise for an angler. In 
the Idaho Democrat we read that dur- 
ing the month of August and Septem- 
ber Wood River is swarming with 
trout frem twelve to twenty inches 
in length, and weighing from four to 
ten pouads. A small lake on one of 
its branches is about 300 feet long by 
100 wide, and has a depth ef over 75 
feet. This lake is full ef fiae trout. 
One was shot there last fall which was 
twenty-three :nches long and weighed 
twelve pounds. The banks of the 
river are heavily timbered, the soil of 
the valley rich, and the pasturage ex- 
cellent.

MONO COUNTY. 


The Landscapes Around Bodie, 
Mono Lake, and Vicinity. 


STRIKING ALPINE SCENERY. 


[By a Special Correspondent. | 

I walked the length of the mines, 
north and south, to-day, and got «a 
better idea than I had before ef the 
lay of the land, and of the mag- 
nificent mountain landscapes which 
fill up the surreunding country. 
Climbing the hill past the Standard 
mill, [rose with every step until I 
stood beside the shaft of the Summit 
mine, which indicates its location by 
its name. Two strong, round bills 
rise side by side, with a depression, 
reaching nearly to the level of the 
town, between them. On the north- 
ern one of the two the Summit hoist- 
ing works crowns the ‘top, and the 
Maryland, two miles south,*is its 
mate. The northern elevation is 
known as Bedie Bluff; the southern 
is Queen Bee Hill. Silver Hill lies 
between the two, and is only a hill at 
all as compared with the valley io 
which lies the town. Bodie Bluff has 
a monopoly of the fine developments 
thus far, aod has the best prospects of 
any part of the district. Walking 
south from Summit, the Standard and 
Bodie are on the right hand, the Ju- 
piter, Dudley, and other promising 
claims to the left. 


THE SILVER HILL, 


which is named so for its fine silver 
indications, catches the Neonday, 
Goodshaw, Champion, Maybelle and 
others. There is great activity in this 


vicinity, and much prospecting will 
be done thissummer. Machinery is 
being put in position on several claims 
and two er three pumps are coming. 
Upen Queen Bee Hill, after a sharp 
climb, we find the University, Queen 
Bee and others. The Maryland hoist- 
ing works rest upon the highest spot 
an have the peint of vantage over all 
their neighbors for scenery. There are 
very few spots which command such 
an extended and striking view as the 
one they occupy. The highest portion 
of the Sierra lies directly to the west 
with a gradual curving to the south- 
east. Although 50 miles er more away 
the patches of timber in all grades of 
density show up plainly to the naked 
eye. Above the timber line rise the 
sterm faded rocks in piles of titanic 
masonry. The great wal! is greoved 
and chiseled into a mighty fringe of 


BROWN AND RAGGED LACK. 

A hundred miles te the southeast 
the White mountains rise from the 
plain with no companions but the 
clouds; vast,sublime and solitary, they 
fill the whole horizon and catch the 


eye whenever it turns toward that 
part of thefield. Their natural white- 
ness vies with streaks and patches of 
SS snow which fall nearly 

lf way down their sides. Between 
me and them lies what seems te be a 
level sweep of vast extent, rounded 
out like a basin with broken sides 
from right te left; but I knew that 
this appearance of evenness is decep- 
tive and that broken ridyes and can- 
yons divide the distance. Te the 
north rolls a sea of brown waves which 
must have stood thus sicce time be- 
gan. There are no sigus of their ever 
having carried timber or being other 
than they now are. At the fcot of 
the hill lies, on the south, 


MONO LAKE, 


a beautiful little sheet of water, about 
twenty miles east and west, and half 
as wide. Two islands occupy the cen- 
ter, one of country rock, the other of 
black, voleanic glass, which furnishes 


some beautiful specimens. South of 
the lake a wide basin is full to the 
orim of pine timber, which is suid to 
be of excellent quality. It is se far 
away that it assumes a deep black and 
affurds a striking contrast to the gray- 
ish rim of the basin on either side, 
and the white background of the far-off 
Sierfa Nevada. Turning our eyes to 
the west, we see the ridge on which 
we stand swinging around to the 
horth, crossed by several stage roads 
leading to different camps, like Mam- 
moth City, ete. At its toot, in a 
northwesterly course, lies Bodie town, 
of which we have an almost bird’s eye 
view. The striking feature of this 
whole picture is the absence of vege- 
tation. Not a tree is in sight, except 
on the far distant nut pine hills, or 
the shadowy Sierra. Not a green 
thing, except the struggling strip of 
grass aleng Bodie creek. Net a bird 
or animal, apparently, in the whole 
country. Allis as bareand naked as 
on the day the great basin arose from 
the ocean's bed.

Crowbars 
were sharpened and used as cold-chis- 
els, und 168 pounds were dug out and 
put into a bag, which is kept in the 
office for visitors to lift. The ontside 
points are now all in this vein, and no 
ene can tell how far it extends in any 
direction. It is thought by many that 
it will be found in the lower depths of 
Jupiter, Dudley, and other mines east 
and west, and ethers think it straight- 
ens up and will ge dewn and 
turn into a silver-beariog fissure, like 
the Comstock. At present the veins 
are so narrow, and the walls se iadis- 
tinct and uncertain, that it is very 
difficult to tell what a day may bring 
forth.

New Method of Prospecting.

A new methed of prospecting is 
being advocated among the miners, It 
is to be used fordetermining the char- 
acter of ruck at different points on the 
ledge, and their value. ltis nothing 
more nor less than the regular well-bo:- 
ing apparatus used in oil regions, only 
ef smaller size.— say with a capacity 
to drill tothe depth of 200 feet. The 
expense saved and the advantages gain- 
ed wonld ‘be enermous. For instance, 
instead of sinking a shaft 100 feet, at 
& cost of ut least $1,000 expending 
two months or more of time in the act, 
the drill will tap the same distance in 
& few days at almost no expense, and 
showing the the character of every 
rock lying between the surface and 
that peint, A few more borings to the 
same depth, or deeper, will determine 
the width of any vein or body that 
may be encountered; and these things 
determined, a working shaft can be 
sunk at the most desirable point and 
no dead work dune. If the borings do 
not prove satistactery, a worthless 
property may be abandoned without 
the cest of proving it by costly shafts, 
drifts and machinery. The advocates 
of the idea will send for a drill in the 
course of a few weeks, and the experi- 
ment will be tried. We shall be glad 
to see the scheme put into operation, 
and hope it will succeed.

But liere is anotber man who says, 
“But Lord, how can I follew Thee 
when there are such differences be- 
tween thy religion and the science of 
the day? Again there comes the re- 
sponse, what is that to thee, follow 

ou Me. The preacher thanked God 
that there is a difference between 
his religion and science as it now is. 
He claimed that man is by nature so 
constituted that in his religion he 
wants something sure and fixed; 
semething that has been tried and not 
found wanting; something that is as 
good in this nineteenth century as it 
was in the first century. Science is 
by no means fixed. Its results are by 
no means established. Its conclusions 
are by no means positive. The most 
extreme scientists will vot claim that 
they have arrived at absolute and ulti- 
mate truth. They know that the the- 
ories of ten ago ate dispersed by 
facts of to-day; and they know that 
the theories of to-day will again be 
dispersed by the facts of ten years 
hence. Supposing theu that-our reli- 
gion should agree with the scientific 
conclusions of to-day. What would 
be the result ten years hence. Sci- 
ence would have advanced; 1ts con- 
clusions would have changed; our re- 
ligion would be found to be a false 
theory; and we would be of ail men 
most), miserable. One thing, he said, 
we were all inclined to do, and that is 
to forget that the Bible is not a teacher 
ef science. It has to do with the soul 
world, the spiritual world, and not 
with the material world. When it 
touches the domains of science it 
atates simple facts, and advances no 
theories. And, therefore, the present 
difference between religion and the 
science of to-day should be no bar to 
any mao's following Christ.
